or is obtained i by naturalization, nnd 
we poison thai sources- of our national 
character and-strength at the fountain 
f tho privilege is claimed and exer- 
cised without right and by menus of 
fraud and corruption. 


Tho federal grand Jury lately in ses- 


sion, in New York city dealt with this 
subject and made n presentment which 
states tbo situation brlelly and forcibly 
aid contains Important suggestions for 
Uio consideration of tbo congress. This 
presentment is Included ns nn appendix 
to the report of tho attorney general.

Louis, subject to our congress extend- 
ing an Invitation.

This act, the 


result of long discussion and negotla 
tlon, places our commercial relations 
with the great oriental empire on a 
more satisfactory footing than they 
have ever heretofore enjoyed. It pro- 
vides not only for the ordinary rights 
nnd privileges of diplomatic- and con- 
sular ofllcerH, but also for nn Important 
extension of our commerce by Increas- 
ed facility of access to Chinese ports 
and for tlip relief of trade by tho re- 
moval of some of the obstacles which 
have embarrassed it In the past. 


I trust that the .congress will con- 


tinue to favor in all proper ways the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition. This 
exposition commemorates the Louisi- 
ana purchase, which was the llrst great 
step In the expansion which made us a 
continental nation. The expedition of 
Lewis nnd Clark'across tilt; continent 
followed thereon and marked the be- 
ginning of the process of exploration 
and colonization which thrust .our na- 
tional boundaries to thn Pacific. 


The acquisition of the Oregon coun- 


try. Including the present states of 
Oregon nnd Washington, was n fact of 
immense importance In our history, 
llrst giving us our place on the Pacllle 
seaboard and making ready -the -way 
for -our ascendency in tho commerce' 
of the greatest of the oceans. Tho cen- 
tennial of our establishment upon.tlio 
western coast by tho 'expedition of 
Lewis nnd Clark Is to he celebrated at 
Portland, Ore., by an exposition In the 
summer, of 1005. and'this event should' 
receive recognition and support from 
the national government.

Portions of Alaska are lltted 


Tor farming and stock raising, although 
the methods,must be adapted to the 
peculiar, conditions 'of tho -country. 
Proper land laws should be enacted 
and the surveyor the public lands Im- 
mediately 
begun. 
Coal- land laws 


should be provided whereby the coal 
land cntrynian may make his location 
nnd secure patent under methods kin- 
dred to those now prescribed for home- 
stead and mineral entrymen. Salmon 
hatcheries, exclusively under govern- 
ment control, should bo ' established. 
The cnblo should bo 'extended from 
Sltka. westward. 
Wagon roads and 


trails should be built and tho bulldUig 
of railroads promoted In all legitimate 
ways. 
Lighthouses should ho built 


along the coast. .Attention should be 
paid to the needs of the, Alaslta In- 
dians. Provision should .be made for 
nn ofllccr, with deputies, to stuiijr their 
needs, relieve' their immediate wants 
nnd help them adapt themselves to'thc 
new conditions. 


I recommend that nn appropriation 


be.ninde,ror building lighthouses In 
Hawaii nnd taking possession of those 
already built. The territory should bo 
reimbursed for whatever amounts it 
has "already expended for lighthouses. 
The governor should be empowered to 
suspend or remove any olllclni appoint- 
ed by him. without submitting the 
matter to the legislature. 


The Philippines and Porto Itlcn. 
Of our Insular possessions, the Philip- 


pines and Porto Rico, It In gratifying 
to say that their steady progress has 
been such as to make It unnecessary 
lo spend much time in discussing them. 
Yet the congress should ever keep In 
in I ml that a peculiar obligation rests 
upon us to further In every way the 
welfare of these communities. 
The 


Philippines should be knit closer to nk 
by tariff arrangements. It would, of 
course, bo Impossible suddenly to rnlso 
the people of the Islands to the high 
;ilteh of Industrial prosperity and of 
•ovcrnmciitnl elllclcncy to which they 
.vlll in the end by degrees attain, and 
the cutitlon and moderation slibwn in 
,leveloi)lng.-them have been among tho 
main reasons .why this development 
lias hitherto gone on so smoothly. 
Scrupulous cnro has been taken In the 
choice of governmental njjents nnd tliu 
entire elimination of partisan politics 
from the public service. The condition 
of the Islanders.is In material things 
°nr batter than over before, while their 
governmental, •intellectual and moral 
advance has kept pace with their ma- 
terial advance. 
Xo one people ever 


jcnclltcd another people more than we 
have benefited the Filipinos by taking 
possession of the Islands.

I'rencrviltlini of I'cirdnla. 


The work of reclamation of the arid 


lands of the west Is progressing steadily 
and satisfactorily under the terms ot 
the law setting aside the proceeds 
from the disposal of public lauds. 


The study of the opportunities of 


reclaiiintloir of the vast oxtcnt of arid 
land shows that whether this reclama- 
tion Is dona'.,by Individuals, corpora- 
tions or the.stnte, the sources of water 
supply must bo effectively protected 
jind tl)o.r£S£ry£lre.s.uajilc(l.l!i.tlie prca- 


crvnllon' of '111(5 forests a* tno nonet- 
waters 'of tho streams. The necessity 
for perpetuating our forest resources, 
whether In public: or private hands, Is 
recognized now ns never before. It is 
recommended that all matters pertain- 
ing to forest reserves, except those In- 
volving or pertaining to land titles, be 
consolidated In the bureau of forestry 
of tho department of agriculture. 


The cotton growing states have re- 


cently been invaded by a weevil that 
has done much damage and threatens 
the entire cotton Industry. I suggest 
to the congress the prompt enactment 
of such remedial legislation ns its judg- 
tncnt may approve,. 


No other class of our citizens de- 


serves so well of tho nation' ns those 
to whom the nation owes Its very be 
Ing, the veterans of the civil war. Spo 
clal attention Is asked to 'the excellent 
work cf tho pension bureau In expedit- 
ing nnd disposing of pension claims. 
During the llsciil year ending July 1, 
1003, the bureau Bottled 2I»1,9S2 claims, 
nn average -of 825 claims for each 
•Torklng day of the year.' The number 
of settlements since July 1. 1!)0o. has 
been In excess of last year's average, 
approaching 1,000 .claims for each 
working day, and It Is bcllcvad that 
the work of tho bureau will be current 
at tho close of the present fiscal year.

2.~,r>GO persons were appointed through 
competitive examinations under the 
civil sen-Ice rules.

growth was largely occasioned by the 
extension of classification to the rural 
free delivery service /and, the appoint- 
ment last year of over 0,000 rural car- 
riers. A revision of tho civil service 
rules took effect on April 15 last, which 
has greatly Improved their operation. 
Tho completion of tho reform of the 
civil nen-lcc Is recognized by good citi- 
zens everywhere ns n matter of the 
highest public importance, nnd the MIC- 
cess of tho merit system largely depends 
upon the effectiveness of tho rules and 
the machinery provided for their en- 
forcement A very gratifying spirit of 
friendly co-opcrntlon exists In all 'the 
departments of tho government in the 
enforcement and uniform observance

Tlio Armr and Xnvr- 


'The effect of the laws providing a 


general staff for tho army nnd for the 
more effective use of the national guard 
bas been excellent 
Great Improve- 


ment has been made In the clllcluncy 
of 6ur army In recent years. 
Such 


och'nols ns those erected at Tort Le'av- 
cnworth and Fort RIley and the Insti- 
tution of fall maneuver^ work accom- 
plish satisfactory results. Tho good ef- 
fect of thcRC'maneuvers upon the na- 
tional guard Is marked, nnd ample ap- 
propriation'should be made to enable 
the guardsmen of the several states to 
share In the benefit. The government 
should ns soon ns possible secure suit- 
able permanent camp sites for military 
maneuvers'In tho .various'sections of' 
Hie country. 


I heartily congratulate the congress 


ipon the steady progress In building 
up the American navy. 
We cannot 


afford n. let-up in thls;great work. To 
stand still means to go back. There 
should bu no cessation in adding lo-thc 
effective units .of the lighting strength 
of the licet. Meanwhile the navy clo- 
lartmont nnd the ofllccrs of the navy 
lire doing well their part by providing 
constant service n't »ca under condl- 
:lons nkiii to those of. actual warfare. 
Our olllccrs and enlisted men arc leani- 
ng to handle the battleships, cruisers 
nnd torpedo'boats with high clllclency 
n fleet nnd squadron-, formations, and 
tho otnndnrd of marksmanship Is being 
Btendlly raised. Tho best work ashore 
s indispensable, but the highest duty 
of n naval-officer Is to exercise com- 
mand n't sea. It is eminently desirable 
that n naval general staff should be 
established. 


• Intlimlnn Cannl. 


By the net of Juno 28, 1902, the con- 


gress authorized the president to enter 
nto treaty with Colomb'la for the 
Building of the canal across the isth- 
mus of Panama, it being provided that 
n the event of failure to secure such 
treaty after tho lapse of a reasonable 
:lmc recourse should be had to build- 
ng n canal through Nicaragua. It has 
lot been necessary to consider this al- 
icrnntlve, ns I am enabled to lay bo- 
lore the senate a treaty providing for 
the .bfllldlng of the canal across tho 
Bthmus 'of Panama. 
This was the 


route which, commended itself to the 
deliberate judgment of the congress, 
nnd we cn'n now acquire by treaty the 
right to construct the canal over, this 
route. Tho question now, therefore. Is 
tot by which route the Isthmian canal 
'hall bo built, for that question has 
:iron definitely nnd irrevocably decid- 
ed. The question Is simply whether or 
notwcBlmll have nn Isthmian canal. 


When the congress directed that we 


"diould take the Panama route under 
treaty with Colombia , the. essence of 
the condition, of course, referred not 
to the government which controlled 
that route, but to the route Itself; to the 
territory across which tho route lay, 
tot to tlic name which for tho momeut 
the territory bore on tlic map. 
Tho 


itirposo of the law was' lo authorize 
lie president to make n treaty with the 
i>owcr In actual control of tile Isthmus 
:if Panama. 
This purpose has. been 


fulfilled.

For -100 years, ever since shortly after 


the discovery of this hemisphere; tlio' 
canal -across the isthmus has |becn 
planned.

We have shown, 
by every treaty we have negotiated or 
attempted to negotiate with the peo- 
ples lii control of the Isthmus and with 
foreign nations !ln reference thereto our 
consistent good faith in ohscrvlng'otir 
obligations, on tho 'one hand to the peo- 
ples of tho isthmus and on tho(othcr 
linnil to thn civilized world, whose com- 
mercial, rights wo arc safeguarding and 
guaranteeing by our action. -We have 
dono our duty to others in letter nnd In 


nC wq_ JaAV8_s.b_qvin. the 


forbearance "In' exacting our own rlglits. 


Rrpmllntlon of Trcntr 'T Colombia. 


Last spring a treaty concluded be- 


tween tho representatives of the re- 
public of Colombia nnd of our govern- 
ment was ratified by' the senate. This 
treaty was entered Into at the urgent 
solicitation of the people of Colombia 
nnd after a body of experts appointed 
by our government especially to go Into 
the matter of tho routes across tho 
Isthmus had pronounced unanimously 
In favor of tho Panama route. In draw- 
Ing up this treaty every concession whs 
made to tho people and to the govern- 
ment of Colombia.- Wo were morn 
than Just In dealing with {hem. Our 
generosity was such as to make it n 
serious question whether we had not 
gone too far In their interest nt the ex- 
pense of cur own, for In our scrupulous 
desire to pay. nil .possible heed not 
merely to the real but even to, tho 
fancied rights of our weaker neighbor, 
who nlroady owed so 'much to our pro- 
tection and. forbearance, wo yielded In 
all possible ways to her desires In 
drawing up the treaty. Nevertheless 
the government of Colombia not iuiir;«- 
ly repudiated the treaty, hut repudi- 
ated It In such manner as to make It 
evident by the time tlu» Colombian con- 
gress adjourned that not tho scantiest 
hopo remained of ever getting a satis- 
factory treaty from them. 


Hprolutlon In Pnnnmn. 


Tho people of Panama had long beon 


discontented with tho republic of Co- 
lombia, and thoy had been kept quiet 
only by the prospect of the conclusion 
of the canal treaty,'which was to them 
u matter of vital concern. When It be- 
came evident that the treaty was hope- 
lessly lost the people "of Panama rose 
literally as one man. Not n shot was 
fired by n single man on the Isthmus 
In the Interest of the Colombian gov- 
ernment 
Not n life was lost hi tho 


accomplishment of the revolution.. Tho 
Colombian troops stationed on the Isth- 
mus, who had long been unpaid, mado 
common cause with tho people of Pan- 
ama, and with astonishing unanimity 
the new republic wiis .started. The 
duty of tlic United States In the prem- 
ises, was clear. 
In strict accordance 


with the principles laid down by Sec- 
retaries Cass and Seward, the United 
States gave notice that' It would per- 
mit thn landing of no expeditionary 
force, tlio arrival ol which would mean 
chaos and destruction along the line of 
tho railroad and of tho proposed canal 
nnd an Interruption of transit ns nn 
Inevitable consequence.- Tlip de facto 
government of Panama was 
recog- 


nized. 
| • 


Under such circumstances tho gov- 


ernment of the United States would 
have been guilty ,of folly and weak- 
ness, amounting In their mini to n crime 
against the nation, hud It acted other- 
wise than It did when the revolution of 
Nov. 3 last took placo.IniPannnm. This 
great enterprise of building the Inter- 
occnnlc canal cannot be held up to 
sratlfy the whims or out of respect to 
tho governmental Impotence or, to the 
even more sinister and-evil political 
peculiarities of pcci|ili{li,wlio,:-tluniKli 
they dwell afar off, yet. against the 
wish of the actual'dwellers on the Isth- 
mus, assert un'unreal s|ipremacy over 
the territory. The possession of n ter- 
ritory fraught with such peculiar ca- 
pacities as the Isthmus In question car- 
ries \ylth It obligations, to mankind.' 
The course of eventsilinn-shown that 
this canal cannot he built by private 
enterprise or by any other nation than 
our own; therefore it must be built by 
the United States. '" 


New Trentr With Pnnnmn. 


Every effort has been made by the 


government of the United States to per- 
suade Colombia to follow a course 
which was essentially not only to our 
Interests and to the Interests of the 
world, hut to -the Interests of Colom- 
bia Itself. These efforts have failed, 
nnd Colombia, by her persistence In ro- 
;>nls!ng the advances that havu been 
made, has forced us for the sake of 
our own honor and of tho Interest and 
well being, not merely of our own peo- 
)h». but of the people of the Isthmus of 
Panama and the people of the civilized 
countries of .the world, to take c'eelslvc 
steps to bring to an oncl a condition of 
affairs which had heroine Intolerable. 
The new-republic of Panama liiiinedl- 
ntely offered to negotiate a trenty with 
us. 
This treaty I herewith submit 


By It our Interests are better safeguard- 
ed than In the- treaty, with Colombia 
which was ratified by the wrtiate nt its 
ast session. It Is better In Its terms 
than the trcatles'offered to us by tho 
republics of Nicaragua and Costa Ilicn. 
At last the right to begin this great 
undertaking Is made available. Pan- 
•nn 1ms dono her part All that re- 
mains Is for the American congress to. 
do its part, and forthwith this republic 
ivlll enter upon the execution of n 
irojcct colossal in its size nnd of well 
nigh incalculable possibilities for tho 
good 'of this country nnd the nations ot 
mankind.

Vrltmt While KxcavnllnB—Let- 


ter* Made on Brick*. 


I Rev. Vincent Schell, a German priest 
'making excavations In an ancient Baby- 
lonian city, has unearthed a school Just 
as It was 4,000 years ago In the time ol 
King Hammurabi. 


I .It Is a small house of sunburnt brick 
and stands in the midst of tho most 
populous district of the city of Seapur, 
'just opposite the great temple. It has 
many Inscribed brick, from the cunei- 
form inscriptions on which Father Schell 
has reconstructed the life of the andont 
Babylonian school. 
One brick: says: 


"He who learns to write well In the 
school will shine as the sun." 


• There were seven small rooms in the 
school, each.with Its various kinds ';of 
brick. In one room were found bricks 
with grammatical exercises. Thn-nchol- 
ara evidently sat on the ground In rows 
with soft clay brlclia In their hands, 
'painfully forming the' hanJ. cuneiform 
letters. Father Schell says thn tlwmti- 
•marks of the teacher are to tm detected 
where he smudged over thn scholars' 
mistakes. There was a room whnra ad- 
vanced scholars lenrnnrt to write tho 
elaborate- and highly pontlcnl forms.of 
adulation oftnn seen. on Babylonian 
monuments. Much Imporlaro wan at- 
tached to learning weights and meas- 
ures, to-arithmetic and geometry, but 
the chief branding were grammar, writ- 
ing and the expression of adulatory 
forms. •

• gives 'them enormous 'advantages.

•'seems not improbable .that ere long a 
heavy export duty will be levied on wooc! 
pulp and that Canada will become a great 
exporter of paper. She holds tho ener- 
getic position and can also make her own 
tcrmp. 
It Is said that nine times as 


much labor would be required to manu- 
facture paper as Is needed simply to ex- 
port the wood. So far as tho United 
States Is concerned, Canada Is becoming 
more and more the one available source 
of supply and for tho New Yortc newspa- 
pers alone a clearance of 10,000 acres 
of forest Is necessary every year.
